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THE YUKON. 


W. Ogilvie, D. L. S. and party arrived 
from the Yukon and Mackenzie rivers by 
way of Lac It Biche and Victoriaon Monday, 
and lett tor Calgary on Tuesday by M. Me: 
Cauley’s teams. Mr, Ogilvie has been cin- 
sioved since the Spring of 1887 in exploring 
aud making iestrumental surveys in the far 
northwestern part of Canada, In June of 
1887 he reached the head of Chilkat inlet on 
the Pacific coast ot Alaska by steamer and 
made the portage over the Taiay (gronoun- 
ced “Tii'), Or Perrier pass of SchWatka,from 
the head of the inlet to the head of Lake 
Lyndeman ou the Lewis” river, a main 
branch ofthe Yukon, reaching the latter 
point on July 12th, ne distance from tide 
water ab the head of Chiskat inlet to the 
summit of the pass Which rises 8440 teet 
above bigh tide is 15 miles, The trst six 
niles of the distance to the summit: is made 
in canoes up the Taiay river, and the re- 
maining nine on foot, ail goods being pack- 
ed on men’s backs. Tae pass is generaiy of 
an easy slope for the wseuut tor man or 
animal except the lust 500 feet near the 
summit, Which a maa with a pack finds 
some ditticulty in cumbing., In summer 
time the trail over this steepest part is vot 
used, alonger road around over the rocks 
being taken. The coast does not become 
ice bound in Winter Owing to the bigh tides, 
but travel over the pass does not usually be- 
gin betore the first week in) Mavch and ends 
in October. The weather in the pass is very 
unpleasant, SnoWing Or raining nearly all 
the tine with very feree winds, especially 
jn winter, From the sutmaunit of the pass to 
Lake Lyndemen the descent is 1267 feet in 
Sisiles and the tral is) broken by several 
decp ravines Which make travelling difficult, 
The Lewis river at Lake Lyndemanun opens 
about the Ist week ty June and closes in 
Getober.

This 
was ascended to its head, The Nehauni 
mountain range between the heads of this 
stream and of the Porcupine was crossed over 
by a pass 8,200 feet above sea ievel in north 
lutitude 65 degrees and 20 minutes, and the 
descent of the Porcupine made tora dis- 
j tance of 20 miles, or to where the barcmeter 
showed the grades to be sate enough-tor 
cunoe descent.
